The toaat "The Queen of Croat Britain" 


was drunk standing, and then Chnuncey 11 
Depow responded to the toast of "The 
United States, with a Government ty tho 
people and for the people; they aJe the 
friends of honeat labor, the enemies of An- 
archista." In tho cooraa of hi3 Bpeech Mr. 
Depc^v said: 


'•There hos boon brought out Just now In i 


'Western city a question ot tho survival or our 
Government. la Chicago it has boon partly 
Bottled what Is to bacomo of anarchy. It was 
demonstrated that tho velvet glove of liberty 
covers the merciless hand o( tho law, Tho Amer- 
ican people have- dec'dod tala. Thore Is no lib- 
erty unless there Js law. In tho countries 
from whloli those people come tho police, tho 
constabulary, tho standing army, keep them in 
choclc But wo live because wo uro determined 
that, terrible as may bo tho terrors or tyrancy, 
more terrible is the vengeance of a free pcoplu 
when their liberties aro invaded. But, after u!U 
tho Ills that threaten tbo "United States urc but 
tho spots upon the sun." 


President Sxiith proposed a toast to Mr. 


ChamDerlaln, and in introducing him ex- 
pressed pleasure in tho fact that ho had 
been chosen to represent Great Britain on 
the International Fisheries Commission, and 
confidence that ho would act justly and in a 
spirit of conciliation. Mr, Chamberlain In 
response said: 


"I should like to hero express my gratifica- 


tion at tho evidences of American hospitality 
which have been showered upon mo. Though 
I am farther away from England thnn J litive 
over been before, still I am. at home among

During tho last twenty years thero has 
grown that confidence between us without 
which true friendship can not exist. I assure 
you that sctilomont which wo win strive to pain 
will accrue to the bcaoflt of either party; la fact, 
I shall not attempt any settlement Unit is not 
admirably fair. At all events, you will not un- 
derestimate what such an honest tettlemcnt 
win mean. The bloodiest wars of which history 
contains the record have sprung from like trivial 
causes. Tho Question or trado will weigh heav- 
ily upon any discussion footwear your country 
and mine. Fully one-sixth or nil the reported 
exports of England are to your country and 
fully one-half of your exports cocr.o to ua. No, 
gentlemen, wo can cot afford the luxury of a 
Quarrel,"

describing the system on which tho lan- 
guage is constructed: 


"Volapuk" is pronounced in three sylla- 


bles with tlio accent on tho last, un in- 
variable rulo in tho language, and an ox- 
collont one; for the hoaror thus knows just 
whoro tlio word ends. Tho greatest diffi- 
culty for a person trying to understand a 
foroigu language fluent!*- spolcen is tliat 
there seems to bo no separation between 
tho words; (t sounds lilco "all onn long 
word." The o is sounded as in "go," tlio 
a as in "father," and thu u as in Gorman 
or like the French u. Tim meaning is 
''World's speech," or "Tl;o Language of 
the World." It is a compound word, and 
its olomonts aro vol—world, and puk— 
speech, connected by tho vowel a, the 
sign of tho possessive case; or, as it is 
called 
"Kimafal,1* tho 
"t\'Uoso-caso."

havo sent. When wo state that isodotn 
means ho had sent; osodom, he will sonil; 
usodom, ho will havo sent; thoroador may 
make a guess that the vowel at tho bo- 
pinning of a verb determines its tense, 
while tho indications of person and number 
are at tho ond. When ho studios tho gram- 
mar more thoroughly ho will find that the 
tense vowels aro a series, in regular order, 
whichmakos it impossible to forgot them: 
a, a, o, i, o, u. lu the passive, pa, pa, pe, 
pi, po, pn. For example patidos, it is 
taught; patidos, it was taught; potidos, 
it had been taught; potidos, it will bo 
taught; putidos, it will havo boon taught. 


Tho power of compounding words and 


forming dorivities is almost unlimited. 
Tho vocabulary is capable of oxpaaston 
to meet any requirements of tho future. 


The use of Volapuk will bo mostly for 


correspondence. As a spoken language it 
will have but a limited currency. In 
commercial correspondence it will first 
como into general uso, and this will al- 
ways be its widest, though perhaps not its 
highest, sphere. It will next bo appliod 
to scientific compositions. Science knows 
no national boundaries and authors will 
soon appreciate tho advantage of a world- 
wido audience. 
International treaties 


and conventions will bo drawn up in 
Volapuk, which will become tho languago 
of diplomacy, enabling both parties to 
stand on equal footing.
